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1. On 4 December 1950 the Sovirfc Commander of Enzersdorf directed the Austrian 
Gendarmerie Commander of Sizer sdorf to make a comprehensive survey of large 
cellars throughout this district. The Russian officer specified that this 
survey include sketches crcefully drawn to scale* an estimate of the cubic 
capacity* description of foe floor space, lighting and ventilation equip- 
ment, The Soviet officer also warned the Austrian police official to regard 
this order as strictly r> cret. 
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On 8 December 1950 the $ istrian Gendarmerie Commander in Enzersdorf advised 
the Soviet Coman ’er fra this district that during his recent inspection tour 
of cellars m anzorado f and its environs a number of Austrians had inquired 
as to why he ms maltin' this survey, ’Thereupon the "oviot officer proncrtly in- 
foraed the C-endaireris official that in the future he should say that hf£ com- 
piling data on facilities available for storing food in the Enzersdorf area. 

Accordin- to another report, on 7 Deco-'ber 1950 a Soviet officer on the staff 
of 1 10 ovist {comer latura in Baden bei "ien directed an Austrian naviotrate
